frimiahingan  inexhaustible  source  of  com 
fort  and  wealth  to  the  people.  Seen  from 
au  eminence,  nnd  stretching  sway  as  far  a* 
the  eye  esn  reach,  nothing  can  exoeed  tbs 
lieauty  of  tlicee  trees.
